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Catholic Welfare Comm. 
Told of Spiritual Side 
In Social Agency Work 


Community Chests Praised As 
Vital Factors In 
Democracy 


The annual meeting of the Newton 
Catholic Welfare Committee was held 
on Sunday afternoon In the hull of 
Our Lady's High School. Charles C. 
Dasey, president of the committee 
was in charge of the meeting. He re- 
ferred to the development of good 
will between the Catholic Welfare 
Committee and the other elements in 
the welfare and social activities of 
this city. Mr. I)usey informed tin 
gathering that Lysconi Bruce, execu- 
tive director of the Community Chest 
could not be present, because he was 
attending the funeral of the late 
Frederick J. Fawcett. The gathering 
paid tribute to Mr. Fawcett by stand- 
ing in prayer for a brief interval. 

John J. Cahill, Financial Secretary 
of the Committee, presented the an- 
nual report He said that no worths 
case which hud been called to the 
attention of the committee had failed 
to receive attention during 1939. He 
stated that the 61 men comprising | 
the workers in the St. Vincent de Paul I 
Societies of the Catholic parishes in 
Newton, and the Aid Society of St. i 
Bernard's Parish had made 6306 visits ! 
during 1939 to the 395 families which 
were given aid. The averuge of 125 
families on tin* roles were visited 
at least once a week. The 61 work- 
ers all are men who have their own 
daily tasks to perform. Although $22 .- , 
202 were disbursed through the com - 1 
mittee during 1939. the operating ex- 
penses were only $117.86. The com- 1 
mittee received from the Newton Com- ! 
inanity Chest $17,784.84. Among its 
major expenditures were $8537 for | 
food, $2475 for milk for undernour- : 
ished children and invalids, $3554 for i 
clothing, and $4161 for fuel. Mr. Ca- J 
hill commented on bad housing con- j 
d it ions at Nonantum. and said that ' 
a majority of our citizens would not 1 
believe that such conditions exist i 
this city. 

Mr. Dasey then presented Rev. John 
A. S. Sheridan, executive secretary 
of the Catholic Welfare Committee. | 
and stated that the committee is large- 
ly dependent on Father Sheridan’s 
knowledge of social work and efforts. 
Father Sheridan's address is printed 
elsewhere in the GRAPHIC. 

Frank L. Richardson, executive 
vice-president of the Newton Trust 
Company was introduced by Mr. Da- 
sey as one of Newton’s outstanding, 
public-spirited citizens, and President 
of the Board of Trustees of Newton 
Hospital. Mr. Richardson told of the 
efforts of the trustees and officials 
of the hospital to improve public re- 
lations. Arrangements for admittance 
of patients have been changed so 
now there is no delay after a pa- 
tient's physician has mude proper 
application. Telephone pay stations I 


have been installed on each floor at 
all the buildings so that visitors can 
phone to patients' homes easily. Start- 
ing in 1938 questionnaires have been 
sent to all persons who have been 
patients, after they have been dis- 
charged from the hospital asking for 
criticisms or suggestions. In con- 
nection with the Newton police de- 
partment, arrangements have been 
made to provide emergency service in 
case of accidents or drownings. A 
committee was organized to improve 
coordination between the trustees, 
the superintendent and the medical 
staff of the hospital, appointmnts to 
tlie staff are made on the basis of 
fair treatment to all, regardless of 
race or creed, and the endeavor Is be- 
ing made to foster economy at the 
hospital. 

The last speaker of the day was 
Monsignor Robert A. Barry, archdio- 
cesan director of the Catholic Chari- 
table Bureau, and a vice-president of 
the Boston Community Federation. 
Monsignor Barry, a former Newton 
boy, told of having been the first em- 
ployee of the Newton Playground De- 
partment, and of having been the 
first supervisor at trie Waban and 
Newton Highlands playgrounds. Mon- 
signor Barry said that Community 
Chests and federations are breaking 
down social barriers and tending 
toward the creation of a real dem- 
ocrary. He said that the Newton 
Community Chest has achieved real 
success, and that Boston, through its 
community drives has raised more 
money for social work than any city 
in the world. In some cities commu- 
nity drives have failed because of 
lack of organization, because people 
were not acquainted with the work 
done by agencies involved, and be- 
cause the personnel of the chest work- 
ers was not truly representative. He 
said that persons in the lower income 
brackets must bo urged to contrib- 
ute. and not depend on the more 
wealthy to do most of the giving. 

Monsignor Barry said it is encour- 
aging to observe that men who have 
been active working for the welfare 
of others in Boston community fund 
drives are now leaders in politics. He 
mentioned Governor Saltonstall and 
Sheriff Sullivan as examples. He re- 
ferred to Cincinnati as a city which 
had been purged of corrupt politics 
through the medium of a community 
federation of social workers. He con- 
tended that it is not salutary for the 
government to take over tin* care of 
one group needing relief and private 
agencies another group. The Gov- 
ernment is giving subsistence, but is 
not taking moral or spiritual care 
of those on relief. Visits of volun- 
teer social workers of private agen- 
cies have tremendous effect because 
of their spirit of friendliness, and 
because they give persons in adverse 
circumstances a chance to get off

Mrs. Ethel Scott. 39. of 38 Troy 
[ bine, Waban. was arraigned in the 
Newton court yesterday on a charge 
of assault with a dangerous weapon, 
! and she was ordered held for the 
'Grand Jury under $1000 bonds. On 
!tho night of January 13, the woman 
j fired the revolver of her husband, 
i Patrolman John Scott of the Newton 
police, through the bathroom door 
I at their homo and wounded him in 
| the left side. Lieut. Crowley and 
Serg. Sheridan of the Newton police 
testified that after the shooting they 
questioned Mrs. Scott and she told 
them that her husband had been drink- 
ing that day, and that about 10 o'clock 
that night he and she got into an 
| argument over a pint of liquor. She 
; said that she hit him on his left arm 
with his police billy and he threat- 
1 ened her. According to her story, 
Scott then got his revolver, she took 
the weapon away from him, he went 
into the bathroom and she aimed the 
| weapon at the floor. Lieut. Crowley 
| said lie then interviewed Scott at 
j tin* Newton Hospital and his story 
| quite disagreed with that of the wife. 

J Serg. Sheridan testified that when he 
| went to Scott’s home after the shoot- 
ing. the wounded policeman claimed 
that he and his wife were fooling 
with the revolver and it accidentally 
went off. Dr. Denton Nutter said 
ho had treated Scott at the hospi- 
tal after tho shooting and there was 
no evidence that Scott had been drink- 
ing.

Judge Revokes 
Order Barring 
Newton Lawyer 

William E. Ginsberg of 46 Alder 
wood rd.. Newton Centre, a former as- 
sistant district attorney of Middlesex 
County, was barred from practice for 
one year by Judge Fosdlck in Middle- 
sex Court on last. Friday, because ho 
had allegedly attempted to intimidate 
Miss M. Louise Higginbotham, a pro- 
bation officer at the Cambridge court. 
In 1938 when Ginsberg wns an assist- 
ant to District Attorney Warren Bish- 
op. ho handled a statutory case in- 
volving a Cambridge man and Hyde 
Park woman. The woman was placed 
on probation for two years. Accord- 
ing if) the story told to Judge Fosdlck 
by Miss Higginbotham. Ginsberg re- 
cently came to see her. apparently in 
the interest of the wife of the man 
involved in the case, and alleged that 
he and the woman were again consort- 
ing. The probation officer investigated 
and found the complaint unfounded. 
Ginsberg again called to see her and 
when an argument ensued. Miss Hig- 
ginbotham testified that Ginsberg told 
her — “I will make this bad for you; 

I will speak to Mr. Smith (the chief 
probation officer).” Ginsberg denied 
'hat lie mode the threat, bur Judge 
Fosdlck ruled that the lawyer was 
not telling the truth, and temporarily 
disbarred him. 

On Tuesday of this week Judge 
Fosdlck revoked Ginsberg's’ suspen- 
sion. saying in part — "It. appearing 
to the court that said Ginsberg has 
now been sufficiently disciplined for 
his misbehaviour, it is ordered that 
tin* order of suspension from practice 
made against him January 26, be. and 
it is, hereby revoked."

! NEWTON DETHRONED AS 
SCHOOL TRACK CHAMPS 

The Newton High track team was 
deposed from its long reign as track 
champions Inst Saturday in the an- 
nual Northeastern University Inter- 
scholastic meet at the Boston Gar- 
den as Lawrence High outdistanced 
all competitors with 17 points while 
Newton was tied for 10th position 
with Brockton High at 3 1-4 points. 

Newton points were made liy Bob 
Ross with a second place in the 600- 
yard run and Bob Edison in a four- 
place tie for fourth in the high jump. 
The most pessimistic of predictions 
had Newton scoring considerably 
more but as frequently happens noth- 
ing broke right for Coach Enoch’s 
crew. 

In the hurdles Alport afteg win- 
ning his trial heat and placing sec- 
ond in a semi-final, faded after the 
second barrier in the final and failed 
to place. George Welch, Newton's 
second entry finished second in a 
trial heat. Neither Bill Hurley nor 
Ken Boegner qualified in the dash 
trials. Bob Cotton came within a 
stride of making the grade in a 300- 
yard trial but us only heat winners 
got into the final he missed out. 

Ed Benson placed fourth in his 
heat in the 1000 but not in time fast 
enough to share in the poftit division. 
Paul Van Wort lost a shoe on the 
first bank when a rival stepped on 
his heel and although he made a 
game race on one bare foot the task 
was too great and he had to fall back 
in the closing laps. 

Bob Ross made a gallant home- 
stretch bid to overtake Turner of 
Lawrence in their heat in the 600- 
yard run but Turner fought him off 
to win by six inches in the fastest 
heat of the event. In the final heat 
Capt. Fred Hall of Newton had al- 
most no competition and his time 
was not fast enough to place. 

Bill Boyer and Jerry Hickey were 
Newton’s hopes In the shotput but 
a better than 47 foot put was needed 
to place. 

Coach Enoch's lads raced the fast 
Mechanics Arts quartet in the final 
relay race of the day with Lew Wat- 
kins, colored flyer who had shattered 
Warren Wittens record in the 300 by 
,3s earlier in the day built up a 
lead over Gil Dobie which was in- 
creased by Desmond over Donn Ash- 
ley to an extent too great for Ross 
and Hall to cut down. Newton’s re- 
lay time was just out of the point 
division. 

Tonight the Newton team will meet 
Lowell high in a dual affair at Low- 
ell. The meet, originally scheduled 
for Saturday night, was changed this 
week to tonight at the request of 
Lowell.

In Three Courts 

John Powers, 17, of 10 Lorraine st.. 
Brighton, a Brighton high school pu- 
pil. was arraigned in the Newton 
court last Saturday on a charge of 
having stolen the automobile of John 
McNeil of 252 Franklin st.. Newton. 
IB* was given a suspended sentence to 
the Shirley Industrial School, and 
placed on probation. Before being ar- 
raigned In the Newton court. Saturday 
morning, Powers had been tried in the 
Brighton court for the theft of an- 
other automobile, and on that case 
he was also placed on probation.

Fanning Bros., 

98 and 86, Active 
In Business 


Two of Newton's oldest and most 
interesting residents are the Fanning 
brothers of Newton Upper Falls, Eu- 
gene and Frank. Eugene, who will be 
98 years of age on March 17, was 
born in Jewett City, Conn., and came 
to Newton with his parents in 1853. 
Frank was born at Newton Upper 
Falls in 1854. They are the sons of 
Henry W. and Mary (Whaley) Fan- 
ning. Their father came to Newton 
Upper Falls to serve as overseer in 
charge of weaving at the Newton Cot- 
ton Mills, then located at the falls 
on the river. Tlie site and buildings 
have for tlie past 60 years been used 
by the silk mill. 

In 1861 Henry W. Fanning estab- 
lished a grocery business at Upper 
Falls in a store at the corner of 
Chestnut and Ellis sts.. and ills old- 
est son. Eugene, became associated 
with him. Tlie younger sons. Henry 
and Frank, later went to work at the 
store. In 1S90 the Fannings sold 
their grocery business. In 1876 Frank 
Fanning started the Fanning Printing 
Co., and in 1890 when Eugene gave up 
the grocery business, lie became as- 
sociated with his brother in the print- 
ing business. For many years the 
Fanning Printing Co. thrived, em- 
ploying as many as twenty persons. It 
did all the printing work for the City 
of Newton, and among its clients over 
decades of years were tlie Silver Lake 
Cordage Co.. Pettee Machine Shops 
and many other large corporations. 
The print shop now does but a small 
amount of business, but the two vet- 
erans. Eugene and Frank, arrive at tlie 
office there every week day morning 
ut S:3U. rain or shine. 

Eugene Fanning was a Ward Officer 
and Overseer of the Poor when New- 
ton first became a city in 1S74. He also 
served in the Newton Common Coun- 
cil. He was made a corporator of the 
Newton Savings Rank in 1891. a trus- 
tee of that institution in 1S96. and a 
vice-president in 192S. He is very alert 
mentally and lias distinct recollections 
of affairs in Newton for the past near- 
ly 90 years. Ho was quite an inventor 
and at one time was the owner of sev- 
eral patents on check-books, candy- 
boxes and devices for manufacturing 
the latter. He was Superintendent of 
the Sunday School of the Second Bap- 
tist Church at Upper Falls for 20 
years, and is now superintendent em- 
eritus. 

Frank Fanning, although in his S6th 
year, still engages regularly in bis du- 
ties ns n member of the security com- 
mittee of the Merchants Co-operative 
Bank of Boston. These necessitate 
that he travel over much of Eastern 
Massachusetts appraising real estate. 
He lias been a director of this bank for 
56 years: since shortly after it was es- 
tablished. He has resided for the past 
79 years in tlie old liomesteud at 6 
Summer si., adjoining tlie printing 
shop. Eugene Fanning resides at 71 
High st.. nearly opposite the printing 
shop. Tlie two old gentlemen are tlie 
last, members of their family. Eu- 
gene’s wife died in 1931. Frank’s wife 
in 1932. and their brother, Henry, In 
1936.

A little reflection upon the names, however, convinces us 
that if it is impossible to use a true Newton designation that 
any name chosen would not find unanimous approval.

We do not recall having heard of vociferous objection being 
made, in other cities, to the designations applied in many in- 
stances where there is no ready connection with the city in- 
volved. A glance at the telephone brfok will show that there 
are numerous cities, Cambridge and Quincy, for example, 
where the telephone area designations are not akin. 

Out of 1300 names tested the three which, to the telephone 
company, seem to he most efficient for Newton have been 
chosen. With highly technical questions involved Newton 
residents must accept the judgment of those who have tested 
many angles of the subject.

THE MONTH OF FEBRUARY 

The month of February, although the shortest in the year, 
contains many significant days. Perhaps the two events of 
foremost importance to Americans were the births of two out- 
standing characters in the development of the nation. Abraham 
Lincoln, a President of the United States who contributed 
much to the nation, and George Washington, the Father of His 
Country, are the two we pause to honor and revere. 

We observe the birthday of Abraham Lincoln on February 
12th. The simplicity of his character, the humanity which 
exuded from his heart, and the honesty of his soul are three 
attributes which the country is in need of today to a far 
greater degree than most persons realize. We must agree 
that living today has become far more complex than in the 
early days of the nation and far more complex than in the days 
of the Civil War. Yet, fundamentally, the simple, humane, 
and honest rules of living that exemplified Lincoln's career 
could accomplish just as much today as in those earlier years. 
The country would be considerably better off it we followed 
those simple rules of life with the same genuineness which was 
Lincoln's.

As a lile-long resident and worker 
! in Newton in occupations which have 
of necessity kept us in close touch 
with public and community affairs, as 
a former member of the Board of Al- 
dermen. and because ot having for is 
years attended almost all meetings of 
the Board held in that time, we should 
he somewhat better informed with 
what lias transpired In this city, and 
what is transpiring, than most New- 
tonians. Without making pi'eti nsiotis 
to perspicacity, without posing as an 
expert, hut. Just as a person oi ordi- 
nary intelligence, we know to a con- 
siderable degree who's who. and 
what's what. Insofar as public affairs 
in t Ids burg are concerned. 

Fo it sometimes amuses and other 
times riles us to observe a few in- 
dividuals whose interests in public 
mnttt rs In till-*; city has been evidenced 
only quite recently, and whose *x- 
perleiic*- lie municipal government and 
activities i*» of similar short dura- 
tion. rush repeatedly in** print, pub- 
licly criticizing th* conduct of i*m 
city government, and giving advice to 
its members and to department beads. 
It is the right of any citizen to rea- 
sonably criticize th* conduct of city 
affairs now and then, and to offer 
suggestions. But. when any individual 
or group continually brags about liv- 
ing responsible for big improvements 
and efficiency in tin conduct of mu- 
nicipal affairs, they will ballyhoo 
theniselv* - into being ridiculed even 
hially. 

Newton Ims been tin exceptionally 
well governed city, because through 
* he years it Ims bad men nt iutelli- 
i:* nee and Integrity and actuated by 
civic pride, serving without compen- 
sation as members of its city govern- 
ment. These men gave freely of I hell 
time over periods of several or more 
years. Naturally, they acquire con- 
siderable knowledge of municipal prob- 
lems in ii practical way -through ex- 
perience. They do not have to re- 
ceive frequent advice from men who 
have had no experience in city affairs, 
u lid who hsis*- their criticisms or sug- 
gestion' on plain figures, or theories 
ot government. W* would suggest 
tlmt those who want to lie nf active 
assistance in running our city govern- 
ment become members of the Board 
of Aldermen: assuming that tin* vo- 
ters of the city will elect them, even 
though they will have to sacrifice free- 
ly of their time In serving Newton 
gratuitously. 




The United States Congress should 
hesitate before voting to have this 
country make a loan to Finland. No 
one has more admiration for the lit- 
tle Baltic country than the writer. It 
was tin* only borrower from this coun- 
try which had sufficient honor to re- 
pay its debts, in striking contrast to 
Britain.

We thought our left wrist 
was broken and our left shoulder dis 
located, and in addition we jolted our 
spinal column with enough force It* 
knock tlie wind out of us In our 
younger years such a fall would hav* 
bothered us slightly, hut there is a 
difference between 135 pounds hitting 
the ice aiql 180 pounds. Tlie only 
consolation we have is*— -that our bones 
must lie still supple aud our liga- 
ments tough. Our wrist and arm were 
not even sprained, even though they 
wore so wrenched that w*» had dilli- 
culty in using them for a week.

I. T. Scholastic tourney. In previous 
years Newton has not been invited 
to play in this event and the policy 
of the school has been not to sanc- 
tion but it is considered likely that 
should Newton remain undefeated it 
will have earned an invitation and 
the approval of the school authori- 
ties as well. 

In turning back Arlington to clinch 
the league title the Newton team was 
forced to come from behind. At half 
time Arlington was leading 21 to 12 I 
but the final two periods told the 
story when Newton played its best j 
basketball of the year to outscore 
tlie visitors 26 to 9 and build up its 
3S to 30 final total. 

Olivigni started Newton off in the 
third period with a beautiful set shot 
from almost centre-court. Flagg fol- 
lowed with a one-hand toss while 
Collett! sidestepped two Arlington 
guards neatly in a solo dribble down 
the left side of the court to cage an- 
other two-pointer.

Water Department 
Profit $53,000 

During the year 1939 the Newton 
Water Department made a profit of 
$53,000. In 1938 the department had 
a surplus of $29,000. The department 
at the end of 1939 had a surplus of 
$81,882. The water rates in Newton 
were increased about a dozen years 
ago and a considerable surplus lias 
resulted nearly every year. This in- 
crease? was mude when a program of 
larger water mains and other large 
expenses had been planned. It has 
been suggested soverul times that the 
rates be reduced, instead of a large 
yearly profit being made and diverted 
to pay other city expenses. 

At tin* end of 1939 a total of $82,860 
had been turned back to the City 
Treasury from other departments, 
making the total surplus $281,215. Ap- 
propriations of $107,000 for city ex- 
panses. made after the 1939 budget had 
been passed, reduced this surplus to 
about $171,000. Budget appropriations 
for 1939 totalled $5,277,000; appropria- 
tions after the budget $107,000. Do- 
ducting the umounts turned back to 
the city treasury, tho cost ot' running 
I ho city in 1939 wus about. $5,300,000.

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Youth Who Broke Into 
Fifteen Newton Homes 
Is Arrested At Natick 


Rang Bells at Darkened 
Homes; Then Broke 
Windows 

Tho arrest of Howard Kilmer, 21, 
of 8 Pitts st., Natick, by Sorg. Rob- 
erts of the Natick police, cleared up 
about 30 burglaries In that town, New- 
ton, Wellesley, Dover and Watertown. 
Kilmer had no previous record but 
Sergeant Roberts had him under sus- 
picion for sometime and arrested him 
on Monday. After questioning Kil- 
mer admitted the numerous burglaries 
and told of a pawnbroker in Boston 
who had been a fence In receiving the 
stolen articles, and who had paid 
Kilmer but a small fraction of their 
value. Boston police are looking for 
this pawnbroker. Kilmer admitted 
having stolen jewelry, watches and 
other articles, but denied taking sil- 
verware which was stolen from sev- 
eral of the houses brokon Into. Ho 
was married last August. 

Kilmer was arraigned in the Natick 
court on Tuesday and held for the 
Grand Jury In $2500 bail. The meth- 
od used by Kilmer to gain admittance 
to houses was — to approach a house 
in which no light showed after 7 
o’clock evenings, and ring the front 
door bell. If anyone responded, Kil- 
mer posed as a salesman of greeting 
cards. If there was no response to 
his ring, Kilmer would go to the side 
or rear of the house, shove a sharp 
pointed, heavy nail through the glass 
of a window near the window-catch, 
push back the catch and enter the 
residence. In some instances he 
broke the glass in the door. 

The loot allegedly taken by Kil- 
mer is valued at a couple of thou- 
sand dollars, or more. Some of it 
has been recovered. He is charged 
with having burglarized the follow- 
ing Newton residences — William B. 
Richardson, 41 Widemere rd. t Auburn- 
dale; Archie Kaplan, 132 Hammond 
st., Chestnut Hill; Samuel Bass, 666

Messenger, 115 Aspen ave., Auburn- 
dale; Francis Juggins, 1820 Washing- 
ton at., Auburndale; Henry Hansen, 
6 Cheswlck rd., Auburndalo; Mario 
Knowles, 6 Oldham rd..

Newtonians who 
know of his appenrance before the 
Newton Community Forum have ad- 
vised Dean Landis that they want no 
academic treatment of this vital ques- 
tion, and It is a known fact that this 
will be the most spirited Interchange 
of questions and answers between audi- 
ence and speaker In the entire group 
of Forum Meetings.

The blizzard of Wednesday caused 
the Newton Street Department to be 
faced with the biggest task it has 
had since the hurricane, and the larg- 
est amount of snow to be cleared from 
highways in several winters. The 306 
employees of the Street Department 
who started to work Wednesday morn- 
ing were kept at work all Wednesday 
night, and until midnight Thursday, 
36 consecutive hours. In addition 300 
extra men were put to work Thurs- 
day morning and kept at work until 
midnight Thursday. They will also 
work today and tomorrow. 

The 32 trucks and 2 bulldoggers 
owned by the city started plowing 
at 6 o’clock Wednesday evening, sup- 
plemented by a large number of hired 
trucks. The swirling blizzard piled 
blgh drifts .and made the work of 
plowing extremely difficult. Soon af- 
ter a truck would have a street plowed, 
the wind would fill it again with snow. 
Many of the trucks became stalled, 
and crews of hand shovellers had to 
be used In freeing the trucks and 
in shovelling away drifts on many 
streets, which even the large trucks 
could not buck through. 

The Street Department was greatly 
handicapped in plowing the streets 
Wednesday night and Thursday be- 
cause of hundreds of automobiles 
stalled or parked on the highways.

When conditions such as those of Wednesday night and 
Thursday morning arise it is an easy matter to criticize those 
whose task it is to prevent or minimize the resulting incon- 
venience.

Furthermore, we were among those who were compelled to 
get to Boston on Thursday and the only way we could do it 
was to drive. We have never experienced such conditions. 

During the severest part of the storm early Wednesday 
evening we realized the futility that the street department 
faced in trying to keep ahead of the wind-swept blizzard. The 
storm was of such intensity it was impossible.' In places where 
we knew the way had been broken less than an hour before 
we could find no trace of a car having been that way. On 
Washington and Walnut streets before nine o'clock the plows 
had begun to cope with the elements. By midnight other main 
streets had been broken through despite the menace and handi- 
cap of stalled cars. On Thursday morning, once we got start- 
ed, we had little difficulty in Newton. But outside of Newton! 
Words hardly suffice for our experience. Already we are 
looking forward to the day when we can relate to our grand- 
children the thrill of driving an automobile on the sidewalk in 
front of Commonwealth Avenue apartments, the only place to 
get through. In some places the ground and street were swept 
bare, yet less than a hundred feet beyond was drifted snow 
which was passable only after constant bucking and stalling. 
If Newton persons feel like complaining over the inconven- 
ience they experienced in Newton, they should have accom- 
pained us if they really wanted to see something. 


THE CAMPAIGN IS ON 


This week Robert T. Bushnell announced his candidacy for 
the office of Attorney General of Massachusetts. In so doing 
the state political campaign has begun, although much has been 
going on behind the scenes for several months. The office 
which Mr. Bushnell seeks is one of the so-called “big six” of 
state-wide importance — meaning that voters in every precinct 
of the Commonwealth will ballot for these offices. Mr. Bush- 
nell made an outstanding record as District Attorney of Mid- 
dlesex County, both as a prosecutor and as an administrator. 
His record speaks for itself. Undoubtedly there will be other 
able candidates for the Republican nomination as Attorney 
General, but certainly there will be no other more able or 
better qualified candidate available. One of the interesting 
possibilities that may occur in connection \vith the campaign 
for Attorney General is the quite likely possibility that the 
Democratic nominee may be none other than Edward O. Proct- 
or, present first assistant to Attorney General Paul A. Dever. 
With the latter the probable Democratic nominee for Governor 
the field is open. Both Mr. Proctor and Mr. Bushnell are 
Newton residents which would provide much local, as well as 
party interest, in the outcome of a campaign between the two.

Powers' Paragraphs 


Wo had an exceptionally open win- 
ter in most of Now England until 
Wednesday afternoon. But, from the 
middle of Wednesday afternoon until 
the early hours of Thursday morning 
a rip-roaring blizzard brought more 
than sufficient snow to make up for the 
scarcity of the white flakes during 
December and January. Drivers of 
automobiles, who did not have enough 
common sense to keep their cars off 
the highways on Wednesday night, In 
thousands of cases got stalled on the 
roads and caused added obstacles to 
the plowing of streets during Wednes- 
day night and Thursday. Suburbanites 
who had purchased tickets to see 
Sonja Henie. or for theatrical enter- 
tainments in Boston. In many In- 
stances didn't see the fnir Sonja or the 
other performances they started to 
witness. Some Newtonites took tho 
6:53 train for Boston, got stalled near 
Huntington ave.. reached the South 
Station about midnight, boarded an- 
other train for Newton, and reached 
home at 7:30 Thursday morning. They 
got thrills, hut not from watching 
Sonja. 

It was one of tlie most severe bliz- 
zards and heaviest snowfalls we have 
had for many years, and again proved 
that modern transportation In the 
form of automobiles and airplanes 
can’t be operated when real winter 
conditions prevail. Tlie Newton 
Street Department could not cope 
with tlie rapidly drifting snow. Many 
streets were not plowed Thursday 
morning, thus preventing automobile 
owners who dug out their driveways 
from being able to use their cars. 
There were few indications of any 
attempts having been made to plow 
sidewalks on Thursday morning. On 


that tiie plowing of the streets should 
have been started earlier Wednesday 
evening; even late In tlie afternoon 
of that day when it. was quite evi- 
dent that a serious blizzard was un 
derway. She said that many resi- 
dents of Newton who were unable to 
go to business or work lost more than 
the addition to the tax rate which the 
hiring of extra trucks would have 
cost, had they been put to work early 
in the evening, instead of late Wed 
nosdn.v night. 

We remember the "horse and buggy 
days" blizzards just ns severe as that 
of Wednesday night, and when Just as 
much snow fell. There was no clear- 
ing snow off the streets in those days. 
Blit, in the wee morning hours, many 
horse-drawn plows would he clearing 
the snow from the sidewalks. And 
when the snow was drirted there 
would be two horses hauling a side- 
walk plow with a man guiding the 
lead horse when necessary. The Street 
Department then owned plenty of 
horses and had plenty of employees 
who knew how to drive them. It 
can't he expected that men who have 
had little or no experience driving 
horses can be very efficient when 
temporarily assigned as drivers of the 
horses which are loaned by contrac- 
tors to the Street Department for their 
hoard during the winter months. Nor 
can these horses lie expected to pull 
plows over sidewalks as well as horses 
trained in this work.

‘Library’ of Songbird* . 

Cheer* Many Invalid* 

In Kalamazoo, Mich., a cripple, 
J. E. Reed, spends much of his time 
spreading cheer by lending song- 
birds to invalids and shut-ins. 

In the neatly whitewashed base- 
ment of his home, he has what he 
calls his Bird Library. There he 
has more than 100 birds, all mer- 
rily singing, ready to go out with 
their messages of cheer to any in- 
valid or shut-in who requests them. 
All Reed requires is a postcard from 
the patient, with a statement from 
the physician attesting to the worth- 
iness of the request. 

"This is necessary as a health 
precaution," says Reed, "and then, 
too, it prevents people trying to get 
a free bird by taking advantage of 
me. 

"It all started after I had spent 
four years on a davenport, after in- 
juries from a fall which included 
a broken leg. I got so tired of lis- 
tening to the radio that I decided 
I simply had to have something else 
to do. So I sent downtown for a 
pair of canaries. They cheered me 
up so much that I began to think 
there must be others who could be 
made happy by song birds. 

"That was three years ago. Now 
I have 100 birds, and I don't know 
how many I have loaned. 

"You can’t imagine what cheer 
these birds bring to shut-ins until 
you see it.” 

Reed told of the blind woman 
whose face took on a brightness with 
the coming of the bird,, and of the 
bed-ridden child who sulked and 
fretted all day long until the bird 
came to cheer her. 

"Now she hates to see the night 
come and is awake with the first 
chirp of the bird in the morning," 
he says. 

He takes the bird to the patient 
and with it the cage and feed, and 
tells the borrower how to care for 
the bird. 

“It costs me a little and it’s some- 
times hard work, but the singing of 
the birds, and the thought of the 
happiness they bring to suffering 
and unhappy people more than com- 
pensates me,’’ Reed says. 


Termites Cause Damage 

Estimated at 40 Million 

Dr. Thomas E. Snyder of New 
Orleans, a government entomolo- 
gist, says that termites annually 
damage woodwork in homes in this 
country to an extent of $40,000,000. 

To combat termite ravages, Dr. 
Snyder suggested insulation to re- 
move woodwork from contact with 
soil, chemical insulation by soil- 
poisoning and injection of poison 
into masonry with drills. He added 
that these methods prevent free 
transit of the pest between timber 
construction and the earth, to which 
it must return periodically for 
moisture. 

Dr. Snyder said that woodwork in 
contact with soil gives an easy ac- 
cess to termites. He added that 
where stone foundations or other ob- 
stacles interposed, the insect either 
builds an “adobe-like tube to the 
wood or penetrates through cracks 
in the motor.” 


Grandfather Mountain 

Grandfather mountain, in North 
Carolina, was discovered by a 
French botanist, Andrew Michaux, 
who in 1794 scaled the peak and 
recorded this: “Climbed to the sum- 
mit of the highest mountain of all 
North America, and with my com- 
panion and guide, sang the Mar- 
seillaise hymn, and cried: ‘Long 
live America and the French Re- 
public! Long Live Liberty!’ ” The 
Frenchman’s exuberance was un- 
warranted, but the mountain, which 
is 5,964 feet high, probably was the 
highest mountain in America at one 
time. Geologists say it is one of 
the oldest mountains in the world, 
possibly more than 140,000,000 years 
old. It was created by a westward 
crumbling of the earth’s surface. 
Subsequent erosion wore down the 
surrounding territory, leaving the 
igneous rock of Grandfather high 
above the valleys. 


Culinary Tradition 

European culinary tradition has 
many provincial strongholds in New 
Brunswick, where the descendants 
of Scotch, English, Irish and French 
settlers have preserved their menus 
and recipes in the face of Twenti- I 
eth century standardization.

This simple 
New Brunswick hospitality is best 
expressed in cod cutlets au from- 
nge, ragout of halibut and lobster, 
rich pea soup and wild strawberry 
omelet. It is fare well suited to a 
summer sports program that in. 
eludes fresh-water and deep-sea fish- 
ing, swimming and boating. 


Chinchilla Feeding Habits 

Chinchillas do practically all their 
eating early in the evening and dur- 
ing the night. In captivity, there- 
fore. they are usually fed once daily, 
late in the afternoon. Fresh water 
should be available to them at all 
times. Their ordinary food consists 
mainly of vegetable matter. They 
are fond of rolled oats, rolled wheat, 
dried bread, whole coin and wheat- 
germ meal. They will thrive on 
these grain foods if un abundance 
of green food also is given, such us 
alfalfa hay, lettuce and lawn clip- 
pings

Annual Meeting Of

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A Lecture on Christian Science

The Open Door to the Infinite

On Monday evening. February 12th, 
a lectnre on Christian Science was 
given in the Church edifice of First 
Church of Christ, Scientist, in New- 
ton. „ , 

Mr. Paul R. Cnrmack, First Reader, 
introduced the lecturer, and spoke as 
follows : 

Friends; - 

On behalf of First Church of 
Christ, Scientist, Newton. I extend 
to you all a most cordial welcome. 

In Revelation we read: “Behold, I 
stand at the door, and knock: if any 
man hear my voice, and open the 
door, I will come In to him. and will 
sup with him and he with me." 

The lecture this evening will tell 
us something about this door, and the 
feast that awaits all who hear the 
knock of the Christ, Truth, and open 
the door. T 

More than twenty-five years ago I 
was led to open this door. As a re- 
sult of taking even a small measure 
of the healing Christ into my mental 
home I have received endless bless- 
ings. which have been manifested n 
better health, a happier life, and in 
a normal and satisfying employment. 

The lecturer is a member of the 
Board of Lectureship of The Mother 
Church, The First Church of Christ, 
Scientist, in Boston. Massachusetts. 

The subject of his lecture is, 
“Christian Science: The Open Door 
to the Infinite." 

It is my pleasure to introduce to 
you Mr. William Duncan Kilpatrick of 
Detroit, Michigan. 

The lecturer spoke substantially as 
follows: 


The Spiritual Nature of God 
and Man 

In its solution of the problem of 
existence. Christian Science, the dis- 
covery of Mary Baker Eddy, gives 
the fundamentals upon which to 
build, in its correct and final expla- 
nation of God and man. Most people 
today, if they are Inclined to give 
thought to the subject at all. agree 
that a correct concept of God and 
of man cannot be gained through 
the medium of the five physical 
senses. God. as is generally ad- 
mitted cannot be comprehended nor 
approached through the processes 
by which or through which we ap- 
prehend and judge the physical uni- 
verse including physical man. In 
other words, God. obviously, cannot 
lie seen or known materially, for 
does not St. John tell us that “no 
man hath seen God at any time"? 
which, being the case, naturally en- 
forces the logical conclusion that 
man in the image and likeness of 
God cannot be cognized through the 
medium of the physical senses. 

The revelations of Holy Writ impel 
the conviction that the man of God’s 
creating is an exact and changeless 
reflection or expression of God. In 
fact, the Scriptures state in plain 
terms that man is created in the 
image and likeness of God, and it 
must be obvious to all that an image 
or a likeness cannot possibly be un- 
like the original. So. if God is not 
cognizable through the medium of 
the physical senses, the conclusion 
that man in the image and likeness 
of God could not be cognizable 
through the senses of seeing, feel- 
ing, tasting, smelling, and hearing 
cannot logically be gainsaid or 
denied. 

Some may bo willing to admit the 
spiritual and incorporeal nature of 
God. but spiritual vision has not yet 
furnished them with the concept of 
man in God’s image and likeness os 
purely spiritual and without physi- 
cal and material accompaniments. 
And while some may have glimpsed 
somewhat the spiritual nature of 
the creator, yet there are many who 
cling to the material, localized, out- 
lined a d circumscribed b< n se i f 
Him. which would naturally demand 
a material being or personality as His 
image and likeness. 

In its full, concise, logical, Scrip- 
tural. and inescapable explanation 
of both God and man, Christian Sci- 
ence is setting free the imprisoned 
and embodied thought of mortals and 
is opening wide the portals of 
a new vision of God and man, which 
in time will not only revolutionize, 
vitalize, and save humanity from its 
own erroneous postulates, but which 
also will save the Christian religion 
from that discouraging future with 
which it was faced prior to the ad- 
vent of Christian Science. Through 
this spiritualized vision of the true 
God, Ills rhrlst, and man in His 
image and likeness there is revealed 
the vista of a conscious present, 
clothed in the rainbow hues ol purity, 
holiness, and spirituality, wherein 
may he found no hate, no lust, no 
sin. no poverty, no sickness, and no 
death; where harmony alone reigns, 
and strife, malice, and hypocrisy ure 
unknown: where the brotherhood of 
man is enthroned as a natural and 
necessary expression of divine rule 
and authority: where there is hut one 
Mind, one Principle, one God; where 
thought In rapport with the holy 
purpose, and where boundaries, 
limits, and circumferences disappear 
in the glories of infinity. 


The Poverty of Human Living 


conceive of as belonging to or ema- 
nating from a divino omnipotent 
Godhead. "Thou modest him a little 
lower than the angels." Who, for- 
sooth. lias found it possible to ma- 
terially visualize a human being as 
"little lower than the angels"? Is It 
conceivable that an identity which 
might come within the scope of , 
angelic investiture could become 
cognizable through the senses of 
seeing, feeling, tasting, smelling, and 
hearing? “Thou crownedst him with 
glory and honour, and didst set him 
over the works of thy hands; thou 
hast put all things in subjection 
under his feet.” Does a weak, sick, 
sinning. poverty-stricken human 
being exemplify such all-embracing 
authority and dominion? Can it be 
said of mortal man that he hns put 
"all things in subjection under his 
feet"? In fact, even with the re- 
markable advancement in the realm 
of material science, are not matter 
and material methods of healing 
still inefficient? Until the coming to 
the world of Christian Science with 
its spiritual message of healing and 
salvation, man had little hope for 
relief from the decrees of incura- 
bility and fatalism, imposed by a 
culture devoid of the healing Christ 
in its ministrations to the sick and 
needy. Obviously, God did not create 
man to become the object of a ma- 
terially chaotic universe, where one 
part of His creation becomes the 
helpless victim of others of His 
creatures: where the child of God 
supinely succumbs to the ravages of 
a mindless disease germ claiming 
divine authority to kill; where one 
of His children wants, while another 
basks in the lap of luxury; where 
vice and crime abound, at the ex- 
pense of the pure and innocent: 
where hate seems often the master 
of love; where purity and honesty 
are tempted of evil, and where man 
is a helpless, rudderless, and aimless 
creature, separate and apart from 
God’s care, guidance, and directing. 

God 

And here is where Christian Sci- 
ence steps into the breach, and 
through its Christianly scientific ex- 
planation of God and man gives 
mortals the true concept of them- 
selves in God's image and likeness, 
and the true vision of God as om- 
nipotent and ever-present good, 
freeing men from the bondage of 
those influences which have ever be- 
set the path of mankind, and offering 
a full salvation from sin, sickness, 
poverty, and inharmony. 

In the quest for surcease from those 
ills and conditions which are con- 
stantly at war with human happiness 
and peace, nothing is more potent and 
productive of good than the clear con- 
cept of God which Mary Baker Eddy, 
the Discoverer and Founder of Chris- 
tian Science, has given to the world in 
her book. "Science nnd Health with 
Key to the Scriptures." the textbook 
which all Christian Scientists use in 
connection with their daily study of 
the Bible. Through its study the Bible 
has become a new hook to every Chris- 
tian Scientist, and a wealth of in- 
comparable treasure has been revealed, 
to enrich and spiritualize existence to 
Hi- point where today much of the 
freedom and happiness promised 
therein is being realized by men, here 
and now, iu their daily lives. 

To divest God of human vestures 
and material accompaniments, and to 
proclaim Him as universal, "incorpo- 
real. divine, supreme, Infinite Mind, 
Spirit. Soul. Principle, Life, Truth, 
Love" (Science and Health, p. 465) 
was not the outcome of human rea- 
son. It was tlie natural and necessary 
result of Mi'. Eddy’s close and con- 
stant communion with God. Such 
oinmunion is possible to us here in the 
\act degree that we dematerial ize our 
-in ept of God and understand Him ns 
"incorporeal, divine, supreme, infinite 
Mind. Spirit. Soul, Principle. Life, 
Truth, Love." 

In tlie destruction of tho inhar- 
monies the poverty, the Bickness, 
the strife, and the unhappiness of hu- 
man living — nothing can equal the in- 
dividual's mental conviction of the 
infinitude of God. The clear, individ- 
ual concept God as infinite effects 
the elimination of all the inharmony 
of material exist .-nee. God in His true 
spiritual and infinite significance Is 
tlie diametrical opposite of that which 
claims to exist us tho persecutor of 
mankind; and the unadulterated un- 
derstanding of the infinitude of God 
will, of itself, prove a law of annihila- 
tion to all those conditions which ren- 
der material existence uncertain, spec- 
ulative, tragic, and hopeless. 

Tho understanding of God as in- 
finite that is, us filling all space — 
logically Impels the conviction of the 
absolute nothingness of that which 
claims to bo opposed to God. Remem- 
ber always that in Christian Science 
a mere belief in its teachings or a tech- 
nical and meticulous repetition of its 
letter will not scale tin- heights of 
spiritual understanding. To affirm the 
infinitude of God is one thing; to un- 
derstand it is another. To under- 
stand scientifically the infinite nature 
of God. or spirit, is to comprehend to 
the point of positive demonstration the 
actual nonexistence of matter with 
its accompanying Ills and limitations. 


Of man in the image and likeness 
of God, of tho Christ, exemplified 
iu the life and works of Jesus, the 
writer of tlie hook of Hebrews Bays, 
“Thou madest him u little lower 
than the angelH; thou crownedst 
him with glory and honour, und 
didst set him over the works of thy 
hands; thou bust put all tilings in 
subjection under his feet;" which, of 
course, endows man with about all 
the power and authority one could 


Infinitude of God Expressed 
Through Man 

In the understanding of God aa in- 
finite, und man us tlie expression of 
that infinitude, lies the foundation of 
one’s success in scientifically demon 
strutlng the touchings of Christian 
Science. On tlie busis that iiiuu, us 
the Qfble assures us, is the exact 
imago unci likeness of his ci<-utor, wo 
are hound to tlie unavoidable conclu- 


sion that if God is infinite and man 
Is God’s expression, man — that is, nil 
men- must, of necessity, express that 
infinitude. Mrs. Eddy, in Science and 
Health (p. 336). writing of immortal 
man, refers to him ns the "infinite ex- 
pression" of God, or Mind. To com- 
prehend tho full significance of the 
meaning of the word "Infinite” wo 
must realize and appreciate its com- 
plete opposition to and denial of Mint 
which is indicated in the term "finite." 
Everything included in an understand- 
ing of the term "infinite" denies the 
existence and reality of the finite. In 
a comprehension of the finite we find 
matter, places, things, localities, time, 
distances, measurements, limits, and 
all that has to do with things mun- 
dane. In the comprehension of the 
term "infinite" as applied to God, 
Spirit, all of these expressions of the 


any consciousness of matter, limita- 
tion. or any opposed consciousness. 
That Mind must Include all divine 
qualities — such ns gentleness, kind- 
ness, nnd so forth — which fill all 
space, to the complete exclusion of 
everything else. Man, us the image 
nnd likeness of that Mind which is 
God, must he tho expression of nil the 
qualities characterizing that Mind. 
Such expression would be gradually 
accomplished through consciousness 
or the process of thought. Man, as 
Mrs. Eddy states in Science nnd 
Health (p. 475). "is the compound idea 
of God, including all right Ideas." One 
could not conceive of a Mind without 
ideas to express itself, and in Chris- 
tian Scienco we learn that the real 
man, God’s man, is constituted of the 
consciousness of those ideas which 
express God. Man Is actually the ln- 


individual human consciousness only 
with the permission of tlie individual. 
Just as tho divine Mind Is expressed 
through divine ideas, ns. for example, 
love, so the carnal mind finds expres- 
sion In carnal thoughts, such ns hate. 

In the realm of the real there is 
but one Love, for instance, nnd that 
Love is reflected by man in conscious 
thought. In the renlin of the so- 
called carnal, or unreal, there Is but 
one linto nnd that hate Is expressed 
by man in conscious thought. In like 
manner there Is but one fear, nnd that 
fear has first to be admitted to con- 
sciousness from without before it may 
find expression In individual thought 
or action. Fear belongs to no man. 
It seems to become a part of man 
through Its acceptance into conscious- 
ness nt the volition of the individual. 
Tlie same may bo said of dishonesty, 
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finite are annihilated. They become 
impossible, unreal, and extinct. 

These material objects, or expres- 
sions of limitation, exist now in our 
consciousness as illusion, but through 
tho individual inspiration and appli- 
cation of divine metaphysics they will 
disappear, even as illusion. The pres- 
ent individual conviction of the noth- 
ingness of all of these objects of limi- 
tation — that is, the present individual 
conviction of the actual nonexistence 
of that which we see, feel, taste, smell, 
and hear materially — will heal any 
form of sickness or inharmony with 
which one might be confronted. Sick- 
ness, poverty, inharmony, dishonesty, 
sin, and the like, have to be localized 
to find expression. The errors of hu- 
man existence lie in the argument that 
there are persons, places, things, lo- 
calities, limits, and so on, through 
which or on which their manifestation 
is made possible. To tako away from 
sickness and sin nnd poverty a place 
in which to operate, or an agency 
through which to act, namely, locali- 
zation, would deprive these forms of 
error of the only avenues through 
which they find expression. And that 
is what Christian Scienco does. It 
makes plain to us that these material 
agencies, or objects of limitation 
through which sickness and sin and 
poverty operate, exist only in the men- 
tal realm of illusion, and that as one's 
consciousness becomes impregnated 
with the true sense of tho infinity of 
Spirit and Spirit’s creation the very 
foundation of error is removed, and 
man is found free, and unbound by the 
illusions of materiality, localization, 
or limits. 

If God is infinite — that is, fills all 
space — nothing opposed to God ex- 
ists, as far as God is concerned. If 
God is infinite. He cannot be localized 
or comprehended through the senses 
of limitation. If God were localized, 
or confined to space or limits, He 
would then lie cognizable through the 
live physical senses. If God is not cog- 
nizable through the five physical 
senses, then man is not cognizable 
through these senses. Mrs. Eddy says 
In Science and Health (p. 258), "We 
know no more of mun us the true di- 
vine image and likeness, than we know 
of God." And it might bo conversely 
stated that what wo know of Ood wo 
know of man. If God is not localized, 
then man cannot be localized, und If 
man is not localized, ho ceases to be- 
come a resting pluce or lodging place 
for these forms ami conditions of mu 
toriul existence which require local! 
zation and objectification for expres- 
sion. such as sin, sickness, sorrow, 
poverty, material birth, and death. 

God as Mind 

St. Paul bus indicated to us that 
God is Mind, and Mrs. Eddy has in 
eluded this term, In her definition of 
God, os one of the synonj m of i >■ tty 
If God is Mind, us St. Paul says, then 
mun us tho Image and likeness of God 
must be mental, if God is infinite, 
then tliut Mind which is God is infinite, 
und there can exist hut ouo Mind, as 
fur as God is concerned. That Mind . 
which is God must ho pure, frets from | 


finite idea of God, which includes all 
ideas. I have found that often there 
arises a sense of confusion in the mind 
of an investigator as to what Christian 
Scienco teaches as to God as Mind, 
and also as to what it teaches as to 
tho supposititious opposite of that 
Mind, that which St. Paul has char- 
acterized ns the "carnal mind." Chris- 
tian Science makes distinction be- 
tween the two — the divine Mind and 
tho carnal mind — and the question is 
often presented as to where these 
two minds exist: how one can be dis- 
tinguished from the other, and so on. 

By way of explanation, let us take 
tho two terms "love’’ and “hate." In 
one place in the Bible the rhetorical 
question is asked in this connection. 
"Can a fountain send forth both sweet 
water and bitter?” In other words, 
can love and hate come from the same 
source? Can they have a common 
creator? Tho answer is obvious. Love 
and hate could not come from the 
same source. Love — tliut is, that love 
which is divine — must have its origin 
in God. the infinite Mind, because love 
is universal. Anyone may express 
love. It belongs exclusively to no one, 
and therefore has its origin in infinity. 
You and I and everyone else may ex- 
press just as much love as we wish, 
i! thi refore not localized, or con- 
fined, or incidental to a brain or a 
skull. It comes from an infinite source, 
which, In Mrs. Eddy's definition of 
God, is termed the divine Mind. 

Now, on tho other hand, where does 
bate originate? It must find its In- 
ception in something quite opposed to 
the divino. St. Paul has characterized 
i his opposite source as the carnal 
mind. Just as love is infinite ami 
comes from one infinite source out- 
side human consciousness, so hate, ar- 
rogantly taking to itself the same pre- 
rogatives, claims to come from one 
infinite source outside human con 
sclousness. None of us has a corner 
on hate any more than he lias on love. 
Everyone may express hato if he 
wishes to, and this fact argues for the 
oneness of tho carnal mind and its 
claim to infinity, as a counterfeit of 
the divino. Just as God, or divine 
Mind, is one, outside liuman conscious 
ness, so tlie cnrnal mind claims exist 
once as one mind, outside human con 
sclousness. Neither hato nor love has 
anything to do with brain. Both come 
from without f a mun. and are ex 
pressed through mankind only with 
the permission of tho Individual. Love 
conies from that infinitude of intelli- 
gence outside the hutnun consciousness 
which wo call divino Mind, or God 
Hate comes from a supposititious op 
posito of tho divine Mind which we 
call the carnal mind, or evil, devil. 
Roth love and hate become active 111

worry, anxiety, jealousy, anger, in- 
feriority, poverty, incompetency, etc. 
Each of these qualities exists ns one. 
in a supposititious carnal mind out- 
sido human consciousness, and all be- 
come a part of mankind’s experience 
only to tho extent that individuals ad- 
mit them into consciousness. 

Man Is God-Governed 

Now. God, or divine Mind, is infinite, 
and man is God’s exact image. 
Therefore man, as the expression or 
idea of God, must ho conscious of 
nothing but the infinite. Man’s true 
being is Ills consciousness of the di- 
vine, hence man’s consciousness rests 
only in tho infinite. Therefore, man 
cannot be conscious of a localized 
or flesh-embound existence. He is 
conscious only of the Mind of which 
he is tlie expression, and is there- 
fore dependent upon no mind of his 
own apart from God, but manifests 
the Intelligence, wisdom, and har- 
mony of an all-seeing, all-knowing, 
omnipotent divinity. Man as the 
conscious expression of this one 
Mind is not subject to the belief of 
minds many, wills many, or purposes 
many, and is therefore never con- 
fronted with the problem of con- 
fusion, misdirection, misunderstand- 
ing. indecision, mistakes, aggressive 
mental suggestion, or mental mal- 
practice. God, of whom man is an 
idea, governs man with unerring in- 
telligence, wisdom, and accuracy. Aa 
all tho Ideas of Mind are co-ordinated 
und harmonized under one intlnito 
and divine intelligence, mnn can 
never bo subject to any sense of 
inlmnnony, friction, irritation, com- 
petition, or interference. The ideas 
of divine Mind, individualized ill 
consciousness, constitute the real em- 
bodiment or body of man, and since 
those ideas express tho Infinitude of 
tho Mind from which they come, 
man's real identity exists in and con- 
sists of his consciousness of in- 
finite being, and is not localized or 
circumscribed. Therefore man’s real 
body, an incorporeal spiritual idea, 
cannot become the agency through 
which sickness, poverty, sin. and the 
like find manifestation, because these 
conditions require a material body, 
a place, or a thing through which to 
make themselves manifest. The un- 
foldment and application of these 
spiritual truths of existence in your 
individual consciousness constitute 
the Saviour, or tho Christ, of which 
Jesus spake when he said, "Lo, I am 
with you alway, oven unto tlie end of 
tho world" — even to that time when 
spiritual Ideas shall have so filled 
Individual consciousness that the ma- 
terial will have completely disappeared 
in individual experience. 

The Chimerical Nature of Matter 

Jcsiih explained that God Is Spirit, 
nnd Spirit is one of tho synoiivms 
used by Mrs. Eddy In defining God. 
( " mI I Infinite, fllla all apace; hence, 
ns far as God, Spirit, is concerned, 
there can lie no opposite. God's con- 
sciousness of His own Infinite spirit- 
mil Being does not permit tho exist- 
emu nt anything opposite to Spirit. 

| Matter, to human coiihcIouhiiuhh only, 


is tho opposite of Spirit. There- 
fore, ns far ns God is concerned, 
there is no matter. But to you and 
me there seems to ho matter. Whore 
does this matter come from, and how 
are wo conscious of it? It comes 
from that one carnal mind which 
claims an existence opposed to Spun. 

and t<> the extent that you and i 

admit into consciousness thoughts 
which claim to come from this carnal 
mind, to that extent do wo live in 
matter, ns a material body and a 
material universe. 

Many of us here can well remem- 
ber tho groat cry of protest that 
was sent up in the land when Mrs. 
Eddy first declared that "There Is no 
life, truth, intelligence, nor substance 
in matter" (Science nnd Health, p. 
468). Not only wus she persecuted 
by pulpit and press for this revolu- 
tionary utterance, but physical sci- 
ence, through Its representatives, de- 
clared her a cheat and impostor be- 
cause she dared to defy tho findings 
of that august profession. What a 
change has been wrought in the 
world’s opinion through the discovery 
of this meek, modest, New England 
gentlewoman, especially in the ranks 
of the physical scientists! Today one 
can hardly pick up a newspaper with- 
out finding some statement from phys- 
ical scientists which confirms definite- 
ly and conclusively that which Mrs. 
Eddy gave to the world nearly three 
quarters of n century ago. 

One prominent physical scientist of 
Cambridge University in England, for 
example, states: "Of the intrinsic 
nature of matter, science knows noth- 
ing and never can know anything. 
Of what, matter is science tells us 
nothing." And this same gentleman, 
commenting on nature and its laws, 
states: "The ‘iron laws’ of nature 
. . . acquire an entirely new status 
as tlie result of recent scientific 
work. It can be shown that these 
laws are the results of the 
mind’s own action. . Tho laws of 
nature are not something imposed 
on nn independently existing uni- 
verse from without. Indeed, not only 
tlie laws of nature, but space and 
time and the material universe itself, 
are constructions of tlie human mind. 

. . . To nn altogether unsuspected 
extent the universe we live in is the 
creation of our own minds.” This is 
but one of tlie many similar declara- 
tions from the ranks of physicists 
with which we are repeatedly con- 
fronted. 

So, your and r concept of matter 
and material existence lies only in 
our own consciousness, nnd this con- 
sciousness originates in a mind which 
is unknown to God, and which there- 
fore In no way conflicts or inter- 
feres with the infinitude of Spirit, or 
God. Right where this carnal mind 
which you nnd I hold in our indi- 
vidual consciousness tells us there is 
a material universe, material man and 
tilings, there exists in all its entire- 
ty, Infinity, and purity, the spiritual 
creation of God’s making, untouched 
by and utterly unconscious of the sup- 
posititious existence of any other 
creation. Matter exists only as an il- 
lusion in your and my consciousness. 
Change consciousness and the illusion 
changes. Spiritualize consciousness 
and matter disappears. 

The Collective and Individual 
Nature of the Universe 

As matter is a concept of the carnal 
mind held in the individual human 
consciousness, the experience of put- 
ting “off the old man with his deeds," 
and putting "on the new man," in ac- 
cordance with St. Paul’s advice, is a 
mental operation, and is not achieved 
through death. St. Paul clearly ad- 
monishes us that the putting “off the 
old man," that is, the material man, 
and the putting “on the new man." 
that is. the man of God’s creating, or 
spiritual man, is to be accomplished 
through the renewing of the mind, 
and not by dying. Jesus said. “Heav- 
en nnd earth shall pass away, but my 
words shall not pass away," by 
which lie means that our material 
concepts of existence must be re- 
placed in consciousness by tlie spirit- 
ual truths which lie came to establish, 
and thereby are we to be translated 
from tlie material to the spiritual, 
rather than by death. Also St. John 
tells us that in that ideal and spirit- 
ual state of existence, to which we 
must all sooner or later achieve, "tho 
city had no need of tho sun, neither 
of tho moon, to shine in it: for the 
glory of God did lighten it, and the 
Lamb is the light thereof.” On page 
209 of Science and Health, Mrs. Eddy 
writes: "The compounded minerals or 
aggregated substances composing the 
earth, the relations which constituent 
masses hold to each other, the mag- 
nitudes. distances, and revolutions or 
the celestial bodies, are of no real 
importance, when we remember that 
they all must give place to the spirit- 
ual fact by tlie translation of man 
and tlie universe back into Spirit. In 
proportion as this is dono, man and 
the universe will lie found harmonious 
und eternal.” 

In making this mentnl transposition 
of existence from the material to the 
spiritual we must watch lest we fall 
into the error of mentally uniting 
matter, or f lie unreal, with the spir- 
itual, or real: in other words, spir- 
itualizing matter. To become clear In 
this we must hold to tlie primary 
fact that there is nothing In God’s 
universe but the spiritual. There is 
no matter. Matter exists only as n 
fiction of the carnal mind, claiming 
to operate both collectively and in- 
dividually. and manifesting itsoif 
through hiiinun consciousness to the 
extent that Individual consciousness 
accepts tills fiction us real. Matter 
does not exist ns a phenomenon of the 
carnul, or mortal mind, Independent 
if the human consciousness. 

On page 67 of “Retrospection nnd 
Introspection.” in an nrtlclo entitled 
"The Human Concept,” Mrs. Eddy 
writes, "Sin existed nH a false clnlm 
before the liumuu concept of sin was 
formed; hence one’s concept of error 
is not the whole of error." The carnal 
mind thus operating through the 
human consciousness creates its own 
material world. 

Mental Translation 

Tho material bus no connection with 


the spiritual nt nny point, and 
iu tanking tho mental translation of 
the material into tho spiritual wo 
cannot unite the two. The translation 
of tho material into the spiritual is 
nn individual mentnl operation. It 
consists in replacing in individual 
consciousness material misconceptions 
with spiritual facts or ideas, and 
those material misconceptions which 
wo replnce with spiritual Ideas or 
facts have no connection witli nnd 
are not dependent upon the spiritual 
at any point, and do not exist because 
of the spiritual. In other words, in 
place of material things there are 
divino ideas, which exist independent- 
ly of and separate from the material, 
and which have no connection what- 
ever with the material, not even In 
name or In nature. While the ma- 
terial is a counterfeit of the spiritual, 
it is a counterfeit In the sense that 
the material is unreal. The divine 
knows nothing of tho carnal and the 
carnal knows nothing of the divine, 
nnd therefore the carnal counter- 
feit is not formed with the divine as 
a pattern. The carnal is not n coun- 
terfeit made with the divino as a 
pattern, because both the divine and 
the cnrnal are unconscious of the ex- 
istence of the other. The carnal, or 
material, is a counterfeit of the di- 
vine, in that it is unreal and untrue. 

In Science and Health (p. 513) Mrs. 
Eddy makes this very pertinent ob- 
servation in this connection: "God 
creates all forms of reality. His 
thoughts are spiritual realities. So- 
•ailed mortal mind — being non-existent 
and consequently not within the range 
of immortal existence — could not by 
simulating deifle power invert the 
divine creation, and afterwards re- 
create persons or things upon its 
own plane, since nothing exists be- 
yond the range of all-inclusive infin- 
ity, in which and of which God is the 
sole creator." Then on page 269 of 
Science nnd Health she simplifies the 
question in the statement, "Meta- 
physics resolves things into thoughts, 
and exchanges the objects of sense for 
tlie ideas of Soul.” In other words, 
metaphysics recognizes that material 
tilings are simply material thoughts 
and that back of a material object, or 
matter, there is nothing but material 
or carnal thought and that the process 
of translating material things into 
the spiritual consists in exchanging 
in individual consciousness carnal 
thoughts for divine ideas. The divine 
ideas which we put in place of carnal 
thoughts have no connection with or 
relation to the carnal thoughts which 
we thus eliminate. We do not change 
carnal thoughts or carnal things. 
We eliminate them, and In place there- 
of we find divine ideas, with which 
the material has no connection or re- 
lationship. And in this we avoid con- 
fusion by watching lest we localize the 
spiritual by the use of material 
terminology or verbiage. Mrs. Eddy 
has given us some clear examples of 
the translation of the material into 
tlie spiritual where, for instance, In 
Science and Health (p. 515) she 
symbolizes "the tireless worm, creep- 
ing over lofty summits, persevering in 
its intent” to patience; where she says 
that "the serpent of God’s creating 
is neither subtle nor poisonous, but is 
a wise idea, charming in its adroit- 
ness;" where she says (pp. 511, 512), 
“Spiritually interpreted, rocks nnd 
mountains stand for solid and grand 
ideas," and where she says that "the 
fowls, which fly above tho earth in 
the open firmament of heaven, cor- 
respond to aspirations soaring beyond 
and above corporeality to tho under- 
standing of the incorporeal nnd divine 
Principle, Love.” 

Thus in consciously translating the 
material into tlie spiritual we must 
watch lest we mentally and erroneous- 
ly conceive matter and its mani- 
festations to be material counter- 
parts instead of mental counterfeits 
of creation. In place of matter, not 
hack of it. is Spirit. The point Is. 
that a material thing or object is not 
postulated on a specific spiritual idea 
of that tiling. Spiritual ideas are not 
forerunners of matter, but through 
reversal and translation Spirit be- 
comes tho ultimate of matter. 

Heredity 

Under the explanation that God is 
infinite Spirit, and that man is God’s 
image and likeness, man must be rec- 
ognized as wholly spiritual, expres- 
sing the Infinitude of Spirit, which 
admits no boundaries or limits. Thus, 
in our concept of man as God’s child 
are we able, in consciousness, to de- 
prive him of those elements of ma- 
teriality, ^limitation, and personality 
which render mortal man tho object 
of all the ills to which flesh Is heir. 
In Christian Science, wo always hold 
to tho conviction that man’s true be- 
ing lies in his consciousness of spir- 
itual Ideas, and that matter exists 
only as a mental illusion, and not ns 
a material entity. Man’s understand- 
ing and reflection of God constitute 
man’s true being. 

There is nothing relative in Chris- 
tian Science when considered as the 
true or real Science of being. Every- 
thing having to do with real being 
exists in the absolute. There is no 
process, as that term is materially 
comprehended, In God’s kingdom, ns 
1,1 creation is complete In the divine 
consciousness. There is no develop- 
ment, as that term is materially un- 
derstood, iu truth, as man has no 
beginning and no end. While man, ns 
a spiritual Idea, Is "forever develop- 
ing. . . . broadening nnd rising high- 
er and higher from a boundless basis" 
(Science und Health, p. 258), yet there 
l« no progress, as this term is or- 
dinarily understood, from a state o? 
Imperfection in the realm of the real- 
tor man is eternal in his complete 
and full expression of the intlnito 
nature of tho Almighty. In the realm 
nr mutter, existence expresses u con- 
flux or change — conception, de- 
velopment. birth, growth, maturity, 
decline, and death. In Spirit, and in 
Hie realm of tho spiritual, nothing 
changes. All is oternal. In the realm 
of tho real, man was never thrust out 
of Spirit and horn Into matter ]lo 
mver passed through any statu nr 
stage of foetal existence. He never 
passed through any period of export- 
enco of material conception, germiuu-

tlon, generation, development, or 
birth. Ho does not exist as a servant, 
a child, a slave, or a condition of 
matter, and therefore is not sub- 
ject to nny laws of matter, such as 
laws of heredity, prenatal mesmer- 
ism, and the like, whereby he be- 
comes subject to family, racial, or 
national traits, characteristics, tend- 
encies, instincts, inclinations, or re- 
semblances. There is no subconscious 
mind through which error can operate 
prior to birth, thereby fastening on 
man physical or mental idiosyncra- 
des, or Inclinations influenced or form- 
ulated by family, ancestral, or parent- 
al history. 

I do not know of anything that 
holds human beings to a more hope- 
less captivity than the so-called laws 
of heredity, and until mortal exist- 
ence is perceived in its true light, and 
the material hoax or heredity is ex- 
posed, there will be little prospect of 
relief for men from a fate decreed 
by the whims, the activities, and the 
exploits of the family black sheep, 
generations gone. We are prone to

the glories of an Illustrious ancestry. 

■ »r the achievement" and accomplish- 
ments in affairs of state and on the 
Held of battle of our forebears; and 
we fain would bask In the sunshine 
of a personally appropriated unearn- 
ed glnmour, forgetting the while that 
in arrogating to ourselves tho credit 
for the achievements of an illus- 
trious and long-gone ancestry we. at 
the same time, bind about us those 
fetters of materiality with which our 
forebears found themselves incumber- 
ed. Thus we become the victims of 
the sin, tho disease, and rascality 
which the glories of tho past have ol> 
soured and hidden from a proud and 
Innocent progeny. We cannot claim the 
good things winningly offered us 
through the avenues of a material in- 
heritance without accepting at the 
same time those evils which come 
through the same channel. All good Is 
universal and belongs to no man. All 
good Is Infinite and comes from God 
and from no other source, and to 
claim and recognize good as belonging 
to an individual and not to God, to 
matter and not to Spirit, is to lay the 
foundation upon which the laws of 
heredity and kindred errors of mortal 
existence find root. 

Human Nature 

Human nature is an innocent- 
sounding expression, but underneath 
it lie shackles of limitation, poveny, 
and the like, which only a knowledge 
of the true man in God’s image and 
likeness can sunder. There i9 no more 
subtle channel . for individual in- 
harmony and distress than the argu- 
ment of “human nature." Human na- 
ture is that which blinds men V their 
own inadequacy, their own incom- 
petency, their own shortcomings — to 
those verv traits of thought and char- 
acter which render man subject to all 
the attacks of the common enemy. 
Through the subtle influences of hu- 
man nature we willingly accept os 
real, natural, and necessary those ! 
things, which, in the light of spirit- ; 
ual understanding, become gross, un- ! 
real, aiul harmful to man. It is human 
nature which blinds us to our own 
egotism. Egotism is an outcome of 
human nature which Is rarely discern- 
ible to the victim. I have witnessed 
more human wreckage piled high on 
the rocks of egotism than from any 
other cause. An egotist never knows 
he is an egotist, and not knowing ' 
that he is an egotist he can never be- ! 
come a willing servant of that Mind 
which is God. He can never under- 
stand that Mind. He can never com- 
prehend or conceive it. He is a firm 
believer in his own importance and 
his own ability, based upon a mind ; 
which he thinks belongs to him and 
of which he is the sole possessor, and 
which is superior to and distinct from 
any other mind possessed by a mortal. 
The hardest man to reach and re- 
generate through Christian Science is 
the egotist, a product of the belief 
in human nature— a nature proscribed 
and regimented by the belief in an 
existence apart from God. All perma- 
nent healing in Christian Science 
comes through the regeneration of 
the human consciousness, and where ■ 
human consciousness is so instilled 1 
with the ego that it is impenetrable by 
Truth, there is not much hope of 
present spiritual achievement. 

Mary Baker Eddy 

So do you not see how the discov- 
ery of Mary Baker Eddy is uncov- 
ering to humanity not only the cause 
of its bondage to sin, sickness, poverty, 
appetites, inharmony, and lust, but 
also how her discovery is pointing 
the remedy for each individual fault 
and wrong concept which constitutes 
the foundation for all of our ills? And 
what shall we say of one who. as no 
other since the time of Jesus of Naz- 
areth. has flung wide the gates of par- 
adise to a suffering world, that all 
mankind may enter and find surcease 
from its sorrow, its cares, and its 
woes? Could a revelation such as that 
of Mrs. Eddy come from aught but 
a purity and a deep devotion imbued 
by the spirit of the Christ? Is there 
gratitude enough in our human na- 
tures to permit a just and full recog- 
nition and acknowledgment of that 
which she has brought to each one 
of us individually? The world at large 
may not yet recognize the greatness 
of this humble New England gentle- 
woman: but we, as Christian Scien- 
tists. will never achieve those heights 
of spiritual attainment which she.

To realize that you have never 
been thrust out of Spirit or born 
Into matter: that you have never 
passed through any state or stage of 
foetal existence, material conception, 
germination, generation, development, 
or birth, will establish the conscious- 
ness of your true spiritual Ronshlp 
as a child of God, and will accomp- 
lish your freedom from the blighting 
influences of a material inheritance, 
whereby the bonds of prenatal mes- 
merism are forged, and one becomes 
the Innocent and helple-s victim of 
the sins and errors of his long-for- 
gotten forebears. 

To realize with the clear convic- 
tion of spiritual perception that you 
have never been In any place or 
position in which God has not put 
you: that you have* never passed 
through any experience or condition 
that God did not create, will neutral- 
ize the baneful Influences of a histor- 
ical past with all of its suggestion of 
exposure, contagion, infection, acci- 
dents. habits, influences.

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Youth Who Looted 
1 5 Newton Homes 
In Newton Court 

Pawnbroker Who Bought Loot 
From Natick Youth 
Arrested 

Howard Kilmer, 22-year-old Natick 
resident, who wan arrested recently 
by i>ollce of that town and confessed 
to having committed 29 burglaries the 
past several months in that town. 
Newton. Wellesley, Watertown and 
Dover, was arraigned In the Newton 
court on Monday and ordered held for 
the Grand Jury by Judge Mayberry in 
$2500 bail. Newton police obtained a 
writ of habeas corpus and brought 
Kilmer from the East Cambridge Jail 
where he had been held since he was 
arraigned in the Natick court in de- 
fault of $2500 bail sot by that court. 
Kilmer was specifically charged with 
having burglarized the home of Fran- 
cis Juggins, 1820 Washington at., Au- 
burndale, on the evening of Feh. 9. He 
pleaded "not guilty," remarking that 
he took some of the stuff reported 
stolen from the Juggins residence, but 
that he did not take it all. He admit- 
ted, according to Lieut. Crowley of 
the Newton police, having stolen three 
rings and three watches from the Jug- 
gins house, but asserted that he did 
not steal silverware, also reported 
stolen from the house. Kilmer also 
denies having stolen silverware from 
other homes he admits having broken 
into. 

Kilmer, accompanied by Lieut. 
Crowley, Sergeant Hannon and Inspec- 
tor Lyons of the Newton police, made 
a tour of the city to point out the 15 
residences he had broken into. He 
burglarized two of the houses twice, 
allegedly going to one home the sec- 
ond time to obtain some golf clubs 
for the “fence" in Boston to whom 
he was selling most of his loot. The 
alleged "fence,” Charles Shoostine, 
47, of Caldwell ave., Brighton, was ar- 
rested Saturday by Boston police upon 
his return from Vermont. Shoostine, 
who conducted a pawnshop at 794 
Washington st., Boston, was arraigned 
in the central municipal court at Bos- 
ton on charges of receiving stolen 
property, and conducting a second- 
hand business after his license to do 
so had been suspended. Shoostine’s 
case was continued to March 18 and 
he was released in $2000 bail.

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Heavy Snow Breaks 
Edison Co. Wires 


Monday night tho weight of the 
heavy snow which was falling caused 
continual trouble all night long to 
Edison and telephono wires in the 
Newtons. Many wires of the Edi- 
son company broko under the strain, 
and many limbs of trees also broke, 
causing wires to fall. Tho result was 
— that a largo percentage of houses 
in tho city were without electric 
current from periods varying to a few 
minutes to an hour or more, and 
crews of Edison employees were kept 
working under full pressure to repair 
broken wires. Over 300 wires fell 
in various parts of the city, and many 
circuits were put out of commission 
until repairs could be made. Most 
of the circuits affected were those 
serving residence sections, but one 
serving a business district at New- 
tonville was out between 7 and 7:30 
Monday night. The broken wires 
caused damage to a number of trees 
by burning them. 

The telephone service was less seri- 
ously affected than was the electric 
service. At the peak of the storm 189 
stations were out of order because of 
broken wires. Thirty telephone repair 
men worked In the Newtons through- 
out Monday night and Tuesday and 
the most of the trouble was cleaned 
up within 24 hours. The operators 
on afternoon shifts in the three New- 
ton exchanges willingly remained at 
their posts through Monday night to 
help on the big increase in calls. 
These were mostly of the same nature 
as those received on the night of the 
blizzard of Feb. 14 and were sent 
largely by persons who could not reach 
home, whose automobiles were stalled, 
and cancelling social appointments. 
Nantucket was the only place which 
could not lie reached by telephone 
from Newton on Monday night.

Makes 9th Try 
To Get Gasoline 
Station Permit 


The prize for persistency, or stub* 
hornncBs in attempts to obtain a per- 
mit. to establish a gasoline station In 
this city would easily be won by 
Frank Vincenzo of Adams st., Newton. 
Some years ago Vincenzo purchased 
the property at 1105 Washington 
st.. West Newton, at the corner of 
Cross st., and soon after petitioned 
for a permit to establish a gasoline 
station there. Although the locus Is 
in a business zone, the neighborhood 
was all residences, and practically 
nil or nearby property owners objec- 
ted. Because of the residential char- 
acter of the neighborhood, tho numer- 
ous objections, the fact that Cross 
st. is very narrow, and that there 
are a number of gasoline stations 
nearby, Boards of Aldermen have 
consistently turned down Vincenzo’s 
petitions. Several years ago Vin- 
cenzo started to repeat petitioning 
so rapidly that the then Board of 
Aldermen passed an ordinance limit- 
ing petitions for gasoline stations and 
other permits which require alder- 
manic approval to once each year. 
Also, several years ago, Vincenzo 
erected a small, unsightly structure 
at tho rear of his property on Cross 
st. Built of cement blocks, It was 
never completed. This act on his 
part lias not aided his cause in the 
quest of the gasoline station. 

Monday night at the meeting of 
the Board of Aldermen the ninth 
public hearing on a petition of Vin- 
cenzo for the gasoline station permit 
was held. Several property owners 
of Cross and Washington sts. appeared 
to protest and their arguments were 
the same as in previous years. They 
contended that the location is very 
dangerous, especially because of the 
narrowness of Cross st., that the gas- 
oline station would be a menace to 
the many children of the neighbor- 
hood: that there is a plenitude of 
gasoline stations between Newtonvllle 
and West Newton, and numerous 
accidents have already occurred oil 
Washington st. in that vicinity. 
Among those who protested were 
Marion Marsh, J. C. Moynihau, Jos- 
eph Davis, T. F. McCarthy, Arthur 
Rogers, and Mrs. Hazel Prescott. 

Vincenzo, in appealing for the 
granting of the permit, called atten- 
tion to the fact that within the past 
year an outdoor fruit and vegetable 
market has been established on 
Washington st., even more in the 
midst of residences than is his prop- 
erty: that in conjunction with this 
market the business is conducted in 
• lie yard and many mixes are piled 
there, but the neighbors have not 
protested against this.

Found Guilty of 
Reckless Driving 


Arthur Roberts of 284 Webster st.. 
Needham, was found guilty of driv- 
ing so as to endanger the safety of 
the public by Judge Mayberry in the 
Newton court on Tuesday and fined 
$25. The fine was suspended. Rob- 
erts admitted that on the afternoon 
of February 11 while driving a car 
on Centre st. near Homer st., ho took 
Ills eyes off the road for a moment 
to speak to a companion. As he 
did. his car crashed Into the rear 
of a car driven by George McCluskey 
of Adams st.. Nonnntuin. Botli cars 
were damaged, and Roberts received 
cuts on his face. Roberts did not 
ideutify himself to McCluskey, but 
tin* latter obtained tho registration 
numbers on Roberts’ ear and tho case 
was investigated by Inspectors Burke 
and Hammell of tho traffic bureau. 


Snow Removal Cost 
Will Total $50,000 

Tlie blizzard of Feh. 14 and the fol- 
lowing snowstorm on Feh. 19 brought 
the largest amount of snow in tho past 
5 years and cost the city around $50,- 
000. In addition to its regular em- 
ployees, numbering about 300, the 
Street Department had as many as 
600 additional men engaged in clear- 
ing snow from the streets. On the 
morning following the blizzard 60 ox- 
tra men were put on, and by the next 
day 600 were ut work. They worked 
Friday, Saturday and Sunday following 
tlie blizzard, and a small number of 
them were kept at work last Monday. 

Following the second storm last 
Monday night, 200 extra men were put 
to work on Tuesday and 600 on Wed- 
nesday. These were laid off on Wed- 
nesday evening. The men first hired 
were those obtaining relief from tlie i 
city, or WPA recipients obtaining sup- 
plementary relief from the city. In I 
addition to 32 city owned trucks with 
plows, and 11 city- <wned trucks with- 
out plows, 40 privately owned trucks j 
were hired to assist In snow removal. 
Half of these were large? trucks, and 
half small. The mall trucks were 
found better in handling hand-shov- : 
elled snow. Two bulldozers owned by 
the city were used in pushing drifts 
and opening streets to admit trucks 
pushing plows, and two other bull- 
dozers were hired. In addition to the 
snow-loader owned by the city, one 
was hired for a couple of days from 
tho Boston Elevated. This was suc- 
ceeded by a power-shovel owned by a 
Somerville contractor. The two city- 
owned power-shovels were not used 
because they have been on sewer exca- 
vation jobs and their buckets were 
reversed. Sixty-one horse-drawn plows 
were used in plowing sidewalks. 


Mather Class 
Forum On Health 


The regular weekly forum of the 
Mather Class was held Sunday morn- 
ing in the Newton Centre Baptist 
Church. Dr. Mather’s subject was, 
"Progress Toward a Healthy Nation,” 
In the series. “Science and Society.” 
In his talk, Dr. Mather told of the 
remarkable progre s in the health 
of the white people of the United 
States during the last thirty years, 
despite the World War, a severe in- 
fluenza epidemic and an economic 
depression. Though we have made 
great progress, the United States is 
not the healthiest nation but is led 
by Australia, New . * < and. the Scandi- 
navian roiiiiu'i«*a f .no Nell • i lauds. 

Tho two impr-'ant reasons for 
health advancement are. tho success 
of the medical profession with new 
methods of diagnosis and treatment, 
with attention focussed on true causes 
not symptoms, and preventive medi- 
cine. "Many new treatments,” said 
Dr. Mather, "are expensive, making 
the problem not one of production but 
one of distribution. Science has pro- 
vided ways and means of new appara- 
tus and now technics for curing but 
consumption is at fault. Large sec- 
tions of the United States are inade- 
quately provided with hospitals and 
centres of treatment making an over- 
whelming need for better distribution. 
There is a thick stratum of the pop- 
ulation not benefited by the prev- 
alent system of high fees for the 
rich and charity for the poor. The 
National Health Bill is intended to 
meet the needs of this middle group.” 

There are two ways open and along 
one or the other we are sure to ad- 
vance. First is to depend entirely 
upon tho government, and second is 
to depend upon the insurance prin- 
ciple. to share tho cost and distrib- 
ute care in accordance with need. Dr. 
Mather said that the latter has been 
successful In so far as it has been 
tried hut recommended widening the 
field for this demonstration of a dem- 
ocratic principle. 


Fire Prevention 
Lecture Given by 
Safety Council 


The Committee on Fire Prevention 
of the Newton Safety Council pre- 
sents a most interesting, instructive, 
and Illustrated talk on how fires start 
and the prevention of fires in the 
home ami industry, by Theodore W. 
Gunn, Chief Engineer of the New 
Hampshire Board of Fire Underwri- 
ters. Concord, New Hampshire. 

Mr. Gunn is one of the leading 
authorities on this subject and also 
tells what to do should a fire occur. 
He will prove to you that over 80 per 
cent of all fires are due to the great 
American crime of carelessness. 

Fires appear to be only of general 
Interest to the occasional person, the 
average man or woman has little 
knowledge of Are and Are causes. 
This is a natural condition because 
many people never have had an ac- 
tual fire experience. You may ques- 
tion then, why should the public be 
interested In fires and fire preven- 
tion. 

Do you recall the accounts of the 
lust few weeks In the daily newspa- 
pers of the loss of life: the burning 
of dwellings; families driven out in- 
to the cold; people burned to death 
in bed; children unable to escape; 
and the hundreds of people rendered 
homeless with all their worldly pos- 
sessions destroyed; and the destruc- 
tion of untold thousands of dollars 
of industrial property? 

To prevent fires, there must be 
knowledge of what causes fire — its 
prevention and extinguishment. Do 
you know that the principal cause 
of fire today is careless smoking? Do 
you realize the large number of fires 
that are caused by electricity due to 
poor wiring, improper care and use 
of electrical apparatus, overloading of 
circuits and use of defective exten- 
sion cords, much of this work being 
done by some member of the family 
without any electrical knowledge? 

These and many other subjects will 
he discussed by Mr. Gunn, who will 
also demonstrate how fires occur 
from these causes. His talk is most 
interesting, and instructive, and the 
visual demonstration will hold your 
attention. 

Mr. Gunn will speak at a meeting 
to he held in the Newton High School 
Auditorium, Tuesday evening. Febru- 
ary 27, 1940, at 8:00 P. M. The High 
School Auditorium is located on Wal- 
nut st.. between Washington st. and 
Commonwealth ave. in Newtonvllle.

Doctors Honor 
Retiring Colleague 

At a dinner on Tuesday evening at 
the Brae Burn club, members of the 
medical staff of the Newton Hospital 
honored their colleague. Dr. Henry F. 
Keever. who Is retiring from the staff. 
Dr. Keever Is the senior member of 
the thirty medical men. 2s of whom 
were in attendance. During the eve- 
ning Dr. Keever was presented with 
a silver bowl by Dr. Howard Moore 
in behalf of the hospital trustees. Dr. 
Moore is tho next oldest member of 
the staff in length of service. The 
bowl was to have been presented last 
mouth at the annual trustees' meet- 
ing but Dr. Keever was out of town. 
The retiring member was also pre- 
sented with a traveling ease, the gift 
of his colleagues, by Dr. Frank Clark 
of Newtonvllle.

High School last Sunday afternoon, 
Admitting that sit-down strikes are 
hard to defend, he asserted that many 
large corporations had displayed a 
pronounced enmity toward unions 
an*l had defied the National Labor Re- 
lations Board. They started to eject 
their employees who had gone on 
strike and then the sit-down strikes 
with the accompanying violence com- 
menced. He said that although a ma 1 
joritv of the Supreme Court ruled 
against the strikers, he agreed with 
the three members of the court who 
dissented. He said Congress should 
correct this condition. 

Dean Landis asserted that because 
of changed economic and social con- 
ditions government regulation of in- 
dustry is necessary and so aro gov- 
ernment bureaus. Otherwise the 
"Bill of Rights” is outdated. He ar- 
gued that judges of our courts, be- 
cause of their limited knowledge of 
changes in economics and industry 
cannot render decisions as fairly as 
administrative bodies which are more 
in touch with conditions. Dean Lan- 
dis evidenced a favorable attitude 
toward the New Deal policies, and 
said he would have been happier had 
we been compelled to work out the 
failures of the NRA instead of this 
New Deal activity having been de- 
clared illegal by the Supreme Court.

budgets totalled $5,423,454.18. So far 
this year $82,864.44 had been appro- 
priated by the Board of Aldermen for 
city expenses. Th>* Mayor cut over 
$60,000 from the budget recommenda- 
tions submitted hv Chief Randlett of 
the Fire Department by refusing to 
approve of two-platoons for the fire- 
men. which would cost $42,621 this 
year if established, and $16,200 for 
new apparatus. He refused to approve 
a salary increase from $4100 to $4.- 
500 asked for the librarian of the 
Newton Free Library, the only in- 
crease asked for a department head. 
He also turned down an increase of 
$500 asked for the Deputy Collector, 
and increases asked for clerks In vari- 
ous departments at City Hall. The 
Mayor stated that he will take further 
action on these increases after he stud- 
ies the recommendations made by a 
committee of Aldermen on the matter 
of a more equitable and fairer method 
of increasing the salaries of clerks 
at City Hall. 

In the Soldiers’ Relief Department 
th* Mayor refused to recommend an 
increase of $125 in the salary of a re- 
cently appointed investigator. In the 
Engineering Department he disap- 
proved salary increases for two as- 
sistants. In the Police Department 
budget he turned down a recommen- 
dation for four additional patrolmen, 
a salary increase of $160 for the ra- 
dio technician and salary increases for 
three clerks. In the Health Depart- 
ment budget the Mayor disapproved 
of salary increases for two inspectors, 
clerks and the dental hygienist. In 
the Public Welfare Department he re- 
fused to approve salary increases for 
investigators and clerks, and cut $20,- 
0I>0 from the $145,000 asked for old 
ag" assistance. $5000 from the $305.- 
<»■■■• .iskcu foi poor outs id* th* city in- 
firmary, and $>000 from the $93,000 for 
dependent children. These estimates, 
however, are always tentative, and are 
added to if necessary. 

In the Recreation Department bud- 
get the Mayor lopped $2"00 from $32.- 
• tii" asked for directors' -alaries, and 
$1500 from $37,233 asked for mainte- 
nance of playgrounds. In the Street 
Department he cut $1000 from the 
item asking $SS00 for salaries of high- 
way foremen, refused several salary 
increases for clerks, and cut $5000 
from the $30,000 asked for the care of 
es. In the Water Department bud- 
get the Mayor cut $1000 from the 
$24,900 asked for maintenance of 
mains and hydrants, and refused in- 
creases in clerical salaries.

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WHAT PRICE MORE SERVICE? 

"Each year health education becomes a more important 
phase of the modern public health program and the load of 
work in this field becomes heavier." The quotation comes from 
the annual report of Dr. Harold D. Chope, Newton Health 
Officer, to the Board of Health, with reference to his recom- 
mendation that funds be found to provide for a competent 
health educator to direct and co-ordinate this phase of the 
work in Newton. The recommendation, although not the 
salient one of the report, is one of several of great importance 
to the citizens of Newton. Dr. Chope urges an increase of 
four in the staff of the Health Department, the promotion of 
low-cost housing, and urges continued thought upon the pos- 
sible construction of a community health center to house the 
health department and associated voluntary agencies, among 
other matters, in the report. 

We do not quarrel with Dr. Chope’s recommendations. As 
the Health Officer of the city, trained, experienced, and con- 
stantly attentive to valuable and progressive steps in the pro- 
motion of better health conditions in the city these are the 
things which are expected of him. They are part of the re- 
sults which he is expected to achieve. However, before any 
of these recommendations are either put into effect or re- 
jected we must give a great deal of consideration as to the 
effect they may have upon the conduct of our municipal 
government. 

We must not forget that some of the funds which Newton 
has enjoyed in recent years in the development of a Health 
Program have been furnished by Harvard University and the 
Rockefeller Foundation. These funds are, or soon will be, no 
longer available. We must not forget that during the past 
twenty years the cost of government has increased by leaps 
and bounds. This increase, to a great extent, is due to the con- 
stant centralized attention of persons in authority in their par- 
ticular field, resulting in the creation of public opinion toward 
the desirability of additional services. Mayor Goddard re- 
peatedly, since taking office, has emphasized the impossibility 
of reducing governmental expenditures so long as the public is 
demanding that government provide increased service. If the 
taxpayer is to be given relief from the staggering burden which 
he now carries we must weigh carefully the effect of enlarge- 
ment of any existing service whether it is in the field of health, 
public works, education, or some other of the almost innumer- 
able channels through which the taxpayer’s money is spent. 
Let us not forget that our state and municipal governments 
alone now cost us more than a million dollars each and every 
day of the year. 


SPRING IS COMING 

With Mother Nature having brought twenty inches of snow 
to provide us with a real taste of winter one can hardly expect 
to have the ideal transportation conditions, that have existed 
for so many weeks, restored overnight. Newton, like many 
communities, had hardly dug itself out of last week’s bliz- 
zard and fourteen inches of snow when another six-inch blank- 
et, heavier and wetter than the first arrived to make it neces- 
sary to do the work all over again. Last week we had a tittle 
something to say regarding persons who complained over the 
inconvenience resulting from last week’s storm and how little 
many of these persons knew of conditions elsewhere. We de- 
sire to go emphatically on record in congratulating the Newton 
street department on the speedy and efficient manner in which 
more normal conditions were restored after the blizzard. The 
severity of the storm made it impossible to provide ideal con- 
ditions everywhere before Monday’s storm arrived with its wet 
snow and slush, and it will be some time yet before we can 
get around in full comfort. But everyone will feel a lot 
better if the inconveniences are accepted cheerfully. Old Sol 
will lend a hand and we will have water instead of snow. Then 
Mademoiselle Spring will come around the corner and the 
past will soon be forgotten. 


THE MEASURE OF A MAN 

Again Newton has lost an outstanding citizen in the sud- 
den passing of Horace W. Orr. Well known as a benefactor 
of numerous community activities Mr. Orr was most highly re- 
garded by a host of friends and acquaintances. It was our 
privilege to know Mr. Orr for some years. His genial per- 
sonality was an outstanding characteristic, along with his 
friendly interest in the problems which others faced. Although 
many of the activities in which he lent a helping hand were 
of public interest there have been numerous other occasions 
when he has enabled some young person to obtain an educa- 
tion which he otherwise might have gone without. Together 

with his generosity he possessed a sound judgment which un-

covered the sterling characteristics of those whom he as- 1 
sisted. And after all the measure of a man is not the good 
that he does hut the good that lives on after him.

It is 
interesting to note that boys have been assisted at twelve New 
England colleges, toward various occupational interests, such as 
teaching, chemistry, engineering, banking, business and med- 
icine. And one of the outstanding and valuable points con- 
nected with these loans is that each youth is sponsored by a 
member ot the Newton Rotary Club and that member maintains 
a real interest in his progress through the years. The continu- 
ance and extension of this work is a most worthy project, for 
there can be no better investment for the future than in the 
youth of today.

Sunday, with most of the streets 
(at least the principal streets) bare 
of snow on tlie travelled parts, we re- 
moved the chains from the tires oil 
our car. although a neighbor, who 
keeps his car ill the same garage, told 
us ho was keeping the chains on tho 
tires of his car as more snow was 
coming. He was correct. More snow 
did come Monday, and on Tuesday 
morning with tin* floor of the garage 
wet, we had the task of putting a 
couple of emergency chains on each 
rear tire, supposing they would en- 
able us to back our car out of the 
drlvewny. But. the snow was so soft 
and sticky, that the chains only 
churned ruts into Uie driveway, so af- 
ter much shovelling and strong lan- 
guage we abandoned the car in the 
driveway and started to hoof it. along 
the street townrd Newton Corner and 
the GRAPHIC office. The sidewalks 
were impassable, but walking on the 
street was not bad. except that one 
had to watch tor approaching automo- 
biles. 

Midway on our hike we met a letter- 
carrier. He is ono of tho most efficient 
and conscientious postmen at the New- 
ton postoffice, but he was all riled up 
when we met him, and he commented 
that it was terrible trying to walk 
along the sidewalks and streets, and 
wo ought to have Mayor Childs back 
in office. We replied that Mnyor 
Childs had signed the order passed 
by the Board of Aldermen a few years 
ago which revoked the old ordinance 
that compelled abuttors to clear their 
sidewalks of snow. When a blizzard 
such as that of last Wednesday occurs, 
and is followed up with another snow- 
fall such as that of Monday night, it 
Is not fair to blame Mayor Goddard, 
Mayor Childs or any other mayor for 
bad walking conditions. After an or- 
dinary snowstorm, tho streets, side- 
walks and crosswalks should be made 
passable, but folks must expect to put 
up with adverse driving and walking 
conditions when we get a storm such 
as that of last week, and have It fol- 
lowed in a few days with 7 Inches moro 
of heavy, wet snow. 


It will cost taxpayers of Nowton 
at least $50,090 for the removal of 
snow since the blizzard of Fob. 14, and 
will add about 35 cents to tho tux rate 
for this year. Automobiles huvo revo- 
lutionized transportation and made 
travelling much easier than it was be- 
fore their advent. They also add con 
siderahly to tho cost of public ex- 
penses by necessitating more and hot- 
ter highways and the clearing of these 
highways in winter. On tho othor 
hand. it. can be argued that taxes 
paid by automobile owners, including 
gasoline taxes, excise tax, registration 
tax and other taxes, more than offset 
the public expenses caused by auto- 
motive traffic. 

Owners of automobiles would not 
object to the invention of some de- 
vice which could be used in conjune 
tlon with street plows so that the 
walls of snow piled up in front of 
driveways would be levelled when, or 
Immediately after, the plow creates a 
harrier at the entrance to one's drive- 
wa v. 
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Shoveling wet. heavy snow is no 
job for "white collnr” men unaccus- 
tomed to hard, manual labor. And 
those of us who were fatigued and 
stiffened after a half-hour or hour 
of shovelling, should realize that the 
street department employees and tho 
extra men who were put to work 
shoveling snow, mostly earned what- 
ever they received. It is more than 
exercise to throw heavy snow 8 feet 
in the air to clear tho high sides of 
trucks which are loaded.

man of that division In tile Federa- 
tion. and she In turn introduced the 
speakers.

Opportunity to Support Block Booking 
Legislation 

Massachusetts clubwomen are tak- 
ing decisive steps to register with the 
United States Congress their desire 
for the passage of the Neely Motion 
Picture Bill, which would abolish the 
system of Block Booking and blind 
selling of motion pictures, so giving 
fo motion picture exhibitors the free- 
dom to select entertainment desired 
by their communities. 

Newton clubwomen do not need to 
have the fallacies of the system of 
block booking explained to them. They 
have been hearing about block book- 
ing for at least fifteen years. Conscien- 
tious Legislative chairmen have dis- 
cussed it before their meetings in its 
every phase, and for at least the past 
two years, equally conscientious Legis- 
lative chairmen have explained to 
them the Neely Bill. Now. however. Is 
their opportunity, perhaps their last 
one. if they remain indifferent, to del- 
uge their Congressmen at Washington 
with requests to pass the Neely Bill, 
which will settle this question. 

Exhibitors, as well as citizens, are 
eager to see the passage of this Block 
Booking legislation, so that they may 
have the privilege of choosing their 
own programs. 

It is stated that, alarmed by the 
passage of the Neely Bill at the last 


Session by the Senate, the motion 
picture industry has undertaken a far- 
flung and astute campaign to under- 
mine public opinion, and is sending 
well-organized propaganda to make 
churchgoers, i ivtc clubs, and other or* 
-anizatlons change their stand on the 
bill. Clubwomen, however, are alert 
to this campaign, and they are urging 
their organization members to make 
themselves articulate with their Con- 
gressmen before the Bill comes up at 
this Session of Congress the first of 
March.

ORDINANCE NO. 7 
BE IT ORDAINED nY THE BOARD 
OF ALDERMEN OF THE CITY 
OF NEWTON, AS FOLLOWS: 

Section 1. Section 140 of Chapter 
XVII of the Revised Ordinances of 
1939 be and la hereby amended by 
striking out said section and Insert- 
ing in place thereof the following: 

Section 140. The police department 
shall consist of the chief of police, 
a captain, three lieutenants of whom 
one shall be an inspector, as many ser- 
geants and regular patrolmen as may 
be deemed necessary by tho Board of 
Aldermen, and a reserve force of not 
over ten men. The chief of police and 
all other officers and members of the 
department shall have all the powers 
of constables except the power of 
serving and executing civil process.

V. S. A. to ally itself with Britain 
to protect International rights. 

Last week a Newton school teacher 
addressed a club meeting at Newton 
Centre. According to newspaper ac- 
counts she argued that Newton school 
teachers were poorly paid in com- 
parison with teachers in seven or 
eight other cities in the U. S. A. 
which are comparable with Newton. 
If tin* teacher in question was cor- 
rectly quoted, she did not, in the 
opinion of many, aid the cause of the 
school teachers.

Most of them are reasonable and real- 
ize that compared with the groat ma- 
jority of people, they liavo been quite 
fortunate since adverse economic con- 
ditions started over 10 years ago. 
While most persons have had their 
Incomes reduced greatly and many 
had their incomes even wiped out, 
Newton teachers in common with all 
city employees here had to take only 
a 7% per cent cut for a few years, 
and this was later restored. Most 
of us would thank God had we fured 
equally well.
